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POLISHING DEVICE 

A polishing device comprising 
a continuously porous elastic body, 
a polishing agent impregnated into the elastic body, and 
a powder layer of natural or synthetic polymer and a fibrous layer which 
cover the outer surface of the elastic body in this order. 

An embodiment of the present invention will be explained in accordance 
with the attached drawings. In Fig. 5, 1 denotes a continuously porous elastic 
body such as sponge which has been impregnated with a polishing agent such as 
wax and polisher. 2 denotes a fibrous layer such as cloth and nonwoven fabric. 
3 denotes a powder of natural or synthetic polymer interposed between the 
continuously porous elastic body 1 and the fibrous layer 2 in a layer of about 0.5 to 
2 mm thick. The powder is soft and elastic so as not to damage the surface to be 
polished, not reactive to a polishing agent or a paint, and not sticky to the surface to 
be polished. In addition, the powder is provided with some extent of freedom to 
move between the particles of the powder and between the particle of the powder 
and the fibrous layer, and with adequate abrasion. Examples of the powder 
include a powder of cellulose, protein such as natural leather, synthetic leather, 
micelle of starch, and rubber of less sticky such as Teflon and soft synthetic resin, 
the particle diameter of the powder being about 5-500 \im . 
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The polishing agent (waxing component) to be impregnated may be in any 
condition of liquid, sol, gel and W/O emulsion. 

In view of the above, according to the present invention, the polishing 
performance can be easily and swiftly carried out. In addition, the polishing 
device, which is constituted such that a required quantity of the polishing agent can 
be impregnated into and maintained in the continuously porous elastic body and the 
outer surface is covered with a powder layer of natural or synthetic polymer and a 
fibrous layer, exhibits advantages that the fluidity of the polishing agent and the 
coated condition are excellent, and it is economical free from the care of 
overcoating, keeps hands from becoming dirty, and is easy to handle.
